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Paramedic 


jailed for 
sex assaults 


A PARAMEDIC found guilty of sexu¬ 
ally assaulting three women in Ely 
has been jailed for two-and-a-half 
years. 

Colin Hakin, who worked at Ely 
ambulance station, in Newnham 
Street, has been imprisoned for three 
counts of sexual assault between 2011 
and 2012. 

The 52-year-old, said to have a “dark 
side”, was sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Friday after being 
found guilty following a 10-day trial 
last month. 

The paramedic, of Grimshoe Road, 
Downham Market, was suspended 
from duty while investigations were 
undertaken by police. 

Hakin, who has a wife and young 
children, sexually assaulted the 
women and tried to persuade them to 
start an affair, the court heard. 

During the trial, the jury heard he 
asked the women to perform sexual 
acts upon him when they refused to 
consent to his request for sex. 
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Hakin pressed his body up against 
the first complainant and made “sexu¬ 
al noises”. 

He touched a second woman’s bot¬ 
tom and touched a third woman’s 
breast by putting his hand inside her 
top, the jury had heard. 

Hakin, who regularly volunteers in 
the community, also asked three of the 
complainants for oral sex. 

Prosecutor Anwar Nashashibi had 
said in the trial: “He is a married man 
with children who’s able to impress his 
employers but with a dark side to his 
character. 

“He preys on vulnerable women and 
sexually harasses and assaults and he 
did that to four women.” 

At the sentencing hearing, defence 
lawyer Caroline Allison called for a 
suspended prison sentence - which 
she called “sensible and realistic” - 
due to previous “exemplary charac¬ 


ter”. 

She stressed the significant impact 
that prison would have on Hakin and 
his family. 

“He will lose employment and his 
future employment prospects will be 
limited. 

“Those impacts will have a long-last¬ 
ing effect on his family,” the court 
heard. 

Judge Mark Lucraft said: “In each 
case there was an element of targeting 
and persistence of conduct of harass¬ 
ment.” He highlighted that it took 
“physical and emotional will” for the 
women to come forward - one victim 
collapsed when giving evidence and 
one said she can no longer trust a man. 

Judge Lucraft concluded that the 
“serious” nature of the sexual harass¬ 
ment and assaults deserved individual 
prison sentences for each count. 

Following the conviction, the East of 
England Ambulance Trust was due to 
complete the paramedic’s disciplinary 
hearing yesterday.

House owner 
devastated 
by another fire 


A MAN has been left “devas¬ 
tated” following a fire at his 
home for the second time in 
less than 18 months. 

Tony Burrows, 56, was left 
homeless after a massive 
blaze broke out at his bunga¬ 
low in Straight Drove, 
Coveney, in May last year. 

As reported at the time, the 
fire was caused when a bon¬ 
fire got out of control and saw 
the majority of the property, a 
workshop, several outbuild¬ 
ings and numerous cars 
destroyed. 

Mr Burrows, who is a scull¬ 
ing boat manufacturer by 
trade, has been living in a 
mobile home at the site ever 
since and in the early hours 
of Saturday morning, fire¬ 
fighters were called out to the 
property to deal with another 
fire. 

The blaze started inside one

of Mr Burrows’ storage out¬ 
buildings, destroying many 
of his possessions, both for 
his home - when it is re-built 
- and his business. 

He said: “It’s devastating. 
The fire has effectively 
destroyed what was already 
destroyed. 

“It feels like a huge kick in 
the teeth and just as I was try¬ 
ing to build things up, I’ve 
now got to start again.” 

Mr Burrows added: “I was 
using the small part of the 
bungalow which wasn’t 
destroyed in the fire last year 
to store a lot of my things and 
that’s where the latest fire 
happened. 

“I was storing a lot of my 
things in there - possessions, 
work materials, things for the 


home. I think it was the fridge 
freezer which started it. It’s 
unbelievable really.” 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service was called to 
the blaze at around 2.55am 
and crews from Ely, Sutton, 
Littleport, Chatteris and 
Manea fought to tackle the 
flames. 

A spokeswoman said: “The 
cause of the fire is believed to 
be accidental, by electrical 
equipment.” 

Station Commander Paul 
Clarke said: “This was an 
extremely fierce fire and 
when crews arrived it had 
taken hold of the property. 

“Crews did their best to 
tackle the fire but in this case 
the property could not be 
saved. 

“The damage that has been 
caused is very severe and the 
property is not habitable.” 


Riverside tree work 

WORK has begun on removing old trees in 
Ely’s Riverside as part of ongoing plans to 
improve the area. 

The work will see a number of old tree 
stumps and damaged trees being removed, as 
well as replacement trees and flower beds 
being planted.

Retaining walls in the area will also be 
improved and new benches are set to be 
installed.

East Cambridgeshire District Council boss¬ 
es are planning to spend around £17,000 on a 
promotional campaign using the fact that the 
city offers free parking to try and attract more 
people to the city in the run up to Christmas. 

The funds, which were due to be approved 
by the council’s commercial services com¬ 
mittee yesterday, have been generated from 
the council permitting Ely Post Office to tem¬ 
porarily trade from its car park in Newnham 
Street.

A DRIVER killed in a 
collision on the A142 at 
Mepal has been 
named. 

Mark Berridge, 48, of 
Houghton Road, 
Grantham, died in the 
collision last Friday. 

The incident hap¬ 
pened at around 
8.50am between the 
Block Fen and Sutton 
roundabouts, when 
the Tipper HGV being 
driven by Mr Berridge 
collided with another 
Tipper HGV, driven by 
a 48-year-old man 
from Stamford who 
suffered slight injuries 
and was taken to 
Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital but was 
released after treat¬ 
ment. 

Two other vehicles 
were involved - a grey 
BMW 318, driven by a 
42-year-old woman 
from March, and a red 
Vauxhall Corsa, driven 
by a 34-year-old 
woman from 

Peterborough. Neither 
of the drivers were 
injured.

Police called to nursing home after 
man ‘found in elderly resident’s room’ 



POLICE VISIT: Soham Lodge Nursing Home 
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A NURSING home has been 
urged to increase its security 
after a man allegedly walked in 
through an unlocked door in 
the evening and entered a 
resident’s room. 

Police were called to Soham 
Lodge Nursing Home after the 
man - reportedly drunk - was 
said to be found inside the 
dementia sufferer’s room by a 
member of staff. 

Speaking to Ely News, a 
whistleblower said staff and 
the elderly victim’s family were 
“horrified” by what had 
happened. 

The source said: “What did 
happen should never have 
happened. It is horrifying. 

“One of the rear fire doors 
was left undone... that is the 
only way the man could have 
got inside. 

“He was found by a member 
of staff inside the woman’s 
room and was stroking her 
head. 

“Shocked, the member of 
staff managed to detain the 
man while another staff 
member called the police. 

“Police arrived and the man 
was taken away. 

“The man, who was either 
drunk or high on drugs, had 
climbed over the garden fence 
and then came in through the 
fire door which he saw was 
open. All other doors were 


locked. 

“I feel ashamed by what 
happened and I feel members 
of the public need to know. 
“The door should have never 
been left undone and the care 
home needs to make sure 
nothing like this happens 
again.” 

Soham Lodge Nursing Home, 
located off the A142 Soham 
Bypass, is described as a 
“specialist care home” and has 
26 rooms. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
said that a ‘vulnerable adults 
referral’ had been made 


following the incident. 

She said: “We were called at 
9.45pm on October 26 with 
reports of suspicious 
circumstances at Soham Lodge 
Nursing Home, whereby a male 
had entered the home. 

“Officers attended and 
removed the man from the 
location, however no arrests 
were made. 

“A vulnerable adults referral 
has been made and referred to 
partner agencies. Words of 
advice were given to staff at 
the home to take better 
security precautions to keep 
the people in their care safe.” 


David Lidford, owner of the 
nursing home, issued a 
statement, which read: “An 
incident occurred on October 
26 which was attended and 
dealt with by Cambridgeshire 
Police. 

“No charges were pressed 
and the incident was managed 
as a welfare issue. 

“The incident was 
immediately reported to Adult 
Safeguarding and the Care 
Quality Commission. 

“The safeguarding referral 
remains ongoing and so it 
would be inappropriate to 
comment further at this time.”

Former police

THE former chaplain 
for Cambridgeshire 
police has appeared in 
court charged with pos¬ 
sessing indecent imag¬ 
es of children and per¬ 
verting the course of 
justice. 

Stephen Talbot, 62, 
was the chaplain for 
Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary but 
resigned on October 1, 
the day he was arrested. 

He was detained fol¬ 
lowing the alleged dis¬ 
covery of 18 images of 
children on his comput¬ 
er. 

Talbot, of Main Street, 
Little Downham, 
appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday. 

Magistrates heard that 
16 of the alleged images 
were rated Category C, 
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one category B and one 
Category A, the most 
serious. 

Talbot is also charged 
with attempting to per¬ 
vert the course of jus¬ 
tice. 

Talbot, who was previ¬ 
ously based at the force’s 
headquarters in 
Hinchingbrooke, did 
not enter a plea when he 
appeared in court. 

He was released on 
bail as his case was sent 
to Cambridge Crown 
Court. 

He is charged with one 
count of possessing 
indecent images of a 
child, one of making 
indecent images of a 
child and one of intend¬ 
ing to pervert the course 
of justice.

Help needed to 
save Dial a Ride 


A CHARITY which provides a 
lifeline for elderly, disabled 
and vulnerable residents 
across East Cambridgeshire 
is at risk of folding next year. 

Ely Soham Dial a Ride has 
announced that unless it 
manages to secure sufficient 
funding or support, the char¬ 
ity will be wound up next 
March. 

In a statement, the charity’s 
board said: “The board of Ely 
Soham Dial a Ride has reluc¬ 
tantly voted to move towards 
winding up the organisation 
on March 31, 2015. 

“However the board agreed 
that during that time all 
efforts should be made to 
explore possible options that 
would enable the service to 
continue. 

“Board members, who 
include the founder of the ser¬ 
vice, want to work with the 
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staff, members of the scheme 
and the local community to 
try to find possible solutions 
to funding the service.” 

The charity, based in 
Witchford, says that over the 
last two years its services 
have been hit by “some sig¬ 
nificant reductions in fund¬ 
ing”, including the removal of 
the concessionary bus pass, 
withdrawal of district and 
county council grants and the 
removal of discretionary rate 
relief by the district council. 

Despite protests from its 
volunteers and users - and 
anger from local residents - 
the county council went 
ahead and axed its funding 
earlier this year. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The county council has to 


find £32 million in savings 
this year in savings with 
seven per cent less funding 
from Government and 
increase demand on services 
from a growing population. 
We fully understand the vital 
work local and community 
transport provides which is 
why we would be happy to 
talk to the organisation about 
their decision. 

“We have withheld this year 
£500,000 from being spent on 
new or additional community 
transport schemes so it could 
help protect and support the 
current grant to these opera¬ 
tors.”

She was the landlady of 
the Royal Standard pub, 
in Fore Hill. 

Forensic teams have 
carried out a search of a 
house in Longfields, Ely, 
in connection with the 
case during which a 
number of “items of 
interest” were seized.

Her husband, Ian, said: 
“We’re gutted. The thieves 
knew what they were doing. 

“They avoided the CCTV 
cameras, alarm and motion 
detectors at the front of the 
shop and went in through the 
back instead. 

“Police said they were 
stunned by how they got 
inside. They basically chise¬ 
led out a hole around a metre- 
square through the wall. 

“I think one person has 
climbed in through the hole, 
which was cut perfectly in 


between a shelf and a cup¬ 
board, and passed all the 
stock out to whoever was on 
the outside. 

“It appears to have been 
quite a sophisticated break-in 
and whoever did it must have 
come equipped with the right 
tools and knowledge.” 

Mr Ashmeade, who lives 
with his wife in Haddenham, 
said: “It leaves you feeling 
deflated but we’re deter¬ 
mined not to let these people 
get us down. 

“Thousands of pounds 


worth of stock has been sto¬ 
len, including some very 
unique brands of shoes and 
handbags which we’d recent¬ 
ly brought back from Italy. 

“They’ve basically cleared 
out the majority of our winter 
stock. 

“We’ll also be notifying 
eBay so that they can alert us 
to suspicious stock being sold 
online.” 

Police are urging anyone 
with any information about 
the break-in to call them on 
101 .

This could be catastrophic 

ACCORDING to today’s report by the National 
Audit Office, in the areas where maintenance 
of flood defences has been given a lower 
priority - typically, where there are few homes 
- this will increase the danger of deterioration 
of defences, thereby increasing flood risk. 

The government made an extra £270 million 
available following the winter storms in 2013. 
This included an additional £35 million for 
asset maintenance in both 2014-15 and 2015-16. 
In cash terms, this has restored maintenance 
funding to 2010-11 levels. However, this 
represents a real terms decrease of 6 per cent 
between 2010-11 and 2014-15. 

Lack of maintenance could be catastrophic in 
the low lying areas around Ely and Soham. 
Agriculture in the fen districts is highly 
productive; the UK depends on these areas for 
a lot of food. These areas drive our local 
economy and provide many jobs. 

I met with Andrew Newton, engineer for the 
Ely Group of Internal Drainage Boards, earlier 
this year. He was concerned about current 
levels of spending. He warned me that 
predicted climate change would result in rising 
sea levels likely to overwhelm the existing 
flood defences.

Tributes to victim 
of train accident

HEARTFELT tributes have been paid 
to a well-known community figure 
who died when he was hit by a train. 

The death of Roy Neale, 86, from 
Littleport, has left his family, friends 
and everyone who knew him devas¬ 
tated. 

Mr Neale was well-known in the 
town and leaves his wife, Phyllis, two 
daughters, Cynthia and Valerie, and 
three grandchildren. 

He was drum major of the Littleport 
Band from 1948 right up until he 
finally retired in the early 2000s. 

Mr Neale was also a keen horseman, 
suffered with dementia and was 
renowned for “shouting aloud” in 
Littleport. 

Andrew Keen, chairman of 
Littleport Band, said: “Roy joined 
Littleport Band in 1948. He held the 
position of drum major right up until 
early 2000s where he retired in his 
early 70s. 

“All parades that the band attended 
Roy lead the band with his trusted 
mace by his side. 

“His skill for throwing the mace was 
fantastic and unique, this added to 
the band’s attraction while march¬ 
ing. Roy was a lovely man whose 
commitment and loyalty to the band 
will never be forgotten.” 

Deborah Curtis, a playwright who 
lives in the town, said: “Roy used to 
be a horseman years ago, and people 
say that his shouting aloud was him 
shouting at his horses in his memory. 

“He used to lead the Littleport Band 
for many years, throwing the mace in 
the air and catching it again. 

“His habit of walking along, shout¬ 
ing, sometimes in the middle of the 
road, lost in a reverie, was widely 
understood and tolerated. Drivers 
were well used to stopping and mak¬ 
ing allowances for him. 

“He came to our First World War 
performance of Field of War at the 
weekend. He thoroughly enjoyed it, 
and joined in enthusiastically by 
shouting along with the band leader. 
He will be sadly missed.” 

Mr Neale was killed close to the 
Sandhill crossing, in Victoria Street, 
at about 1.30pm on Tuesday, 


November 4. 

A spokesman for British Transport 
Police said Mr Neale’s death was not 
being treated as suspicious. 


He said: “The Rail Accident 
Investigation Branch has been 
informed. A file will be prepared for 
the coroner.”

Upset as 
Sally Army 
told to stop 
running 
foodbank 


A NEW foodbank has opened in 
Sutton - but the one in nearby 
Littleport is being forced to close. 

Littleport Salvation Army has 
been running an emergency food 
service for local families in need 
from its base in City Road, twice a 
week, as part of the Ely Foodbank 
Partnership for almost two years. 

But the Salvation Army has 
received a letter telling them that 
their service needs to “terminate 
with immediate effect”. 

Major Bram Holland said: 
“We’re baffled and insulted. We 
don’t know what we’ve done 
wrong. 

“The Salvation Army has been 
helping to feed local families who 
need us for years but because 
we’re part of this partnership 
we’re being told we need to stop. 
It’s wrong.” 

The Littleport service is cur¬ 
rently run every Monday and 
Friday morning and the foodbank 
partnership has just opened its 
sixth distribution centre - in 
Sutton - to cater for the ever-

increasing demand. 

Karl Relton, chair of the part¬ 
nership’s trustees, said: “Ely 
Foodbank regrets that it has had 
to cease distributing food parcels 
from the Salvation Army in 
Littleport - with immediate 
effect. 

“Ely Foodbank is working hard 
to identify and commission a new 
foodbank distribution centre in 
Littleport as soon as is practical, 
but it will take a few weeks to 
complete that process. 

“The decision to cease opera¬ 
tions from the Salvation Army 
has been a difficult one. 

“Several review meetings have 
taken place with the Salvation 
Army, which identified a range of 
issues that affect the quality of 
operations, and thus ultimately 
the standard of service to clients 
in need.”

“The council has assured us that 
they will help us find somewhere 
suitable and we appreciate that. We 
want somewhere where we can 
come together, where we can edu¬ 
cate and where we can be part of 


the community” 

The group submitted its plans in 
May and despite making numerous 
amendments, the scheme proved 
to be controversial, particularly 
among companies based on the 
business park who were worried 
about pedestrian safety and access. 

The planning officer said the 
application included “insufficient 
parking” and “an access road 
which has an inadequate width 
and lack of defined routes for 
pedestrians”.

A MUM whose twin boys 
were born three months pre¬ 
maturely is urging people to 
knit items for babies at the 
neonatal unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Megan Carter, of Debden 
Green, Ely, is hoping people 
will join her and ‘Knit for 
NICU’, and contribute to 
Christmas stockings which 
are given out to parents in 
the Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit. 

The 33-year-old mum

“We have both our babies 
although we’re not counting 
our chickens, we have still 
got a few issues. We’re very 
fortunate we can plan a nor¬ 
mal family Christmas this 
year.”

A CAMBRIDGE artist’s preoccupation with 
trees is set to be renewed with a new 
show at an Ely gallery. 

John Preston: Paintings and Etchings is on show 
now at The Old Fire Engine House. 

The St Mary’s Street gallery space aims to 
explore Preston’s delicate, often monochrome 
and deeply atmospheric pieces based on - among 
other things - local scenes such as the imposing 
Ely Cathedral. 

After studying architecture and art history in 
Cambridge, Preston took up a post as a town 
planner and conservation officer, indulging in his 
passion for paint on the side. 

Now a historic environment consultant and 
lecturer, who also works on sustainability issues, 
he has a new permanent studio space at St 
Barnabas Press, Cambridge. 

He said: “I have always painted and drawn, 
notably in travels around Italy. 

“It was in 1980 at an evening class in 
Cambridge that I was eagerly led to etching, 
while studios in Cambridge, Spain, and Cornwall 
gave a springboard for further development.” 

This latest show sees the Cambridge Drawing 
Society member return to trees - which featured 


heavily in his 201 3 show, the tree-themed 
exhibition Silver Silvium alongside fellow local 
artist Neil Warmsley. 

Preston explains: “This Old Fire Engine 
House exhibition features mainly buildings and 
landscape. 

“The paintings include watercolours of the 
Fens and of Lough Swilly in Donegal, plus acrylics 
of Tuscany. 

“The etchings include tree-themed work 
produced for my 201 3 exhibition, plus new 
images of Italy, Cambridge and Ely - and our 
kitten.” 

Work by ceramicist Cathy D’arcy - a returning 
favourite of the gallery’s - will also be on show in 
the upstairs arts space. 

She depicts “animals and people in a comic 
and endearing way” we’re told, and her 
interpretations of wide-eyed, fluffy-collared owls 
are particularly charming. 

The exhibitions will run jointly until Sunday, 
November 30.

Brett declares ‘I did it for dad’ following title

Jackson gives star 
turn as Ely progress 


NICKY Brett has dedicated his second 
consecutive Co-Operative Funeralcare 
Scottish International Bowls Open title 
to his late father Brian. 

City of Ely’s England international 
became the first player to successfully 
defend the crown in this World Bowls 
Tour event following a 5-10, 9-6, 2-0 
victory over world No 1 Paul Foster in a 
repeat of the previous two finals at 
Perth. 

And the world No 3 said he had been 
spurred on by his final words to his 
father, who died suddenly last 
December. 

He said: “The last time I spoke to my 
dad I said ‘the next one’s for you, dad’ 
and this is it. 

“I know he would have been looking 
down on me. 

“I’m delighted to have been able to 
defend the title here. 

“The crowd and support has been 
great all week.” 

Scottish bowler Foster took the 
opening set less comfortably than the 
score suggested. 


But he then led 6-5 in the second set 
after seven ends only for Brett to come 
back strongly in the closing stages and 
send the match into a tie-break. 

And Brett, who beat Rob Ashton of 
New Zealand and Wales’ Jason 
Greenslade in the early rounds before 
seeing off Scotland’s Darren Burnett in 
the last eight and compatriot Andy 
Thomson in the semi-finals, held off 
Foster’s threat to retain the title. 

He said: “Paul is the best player in 
the world and he bullies you with his 
relentless drawing. 

“That’s what happened two years ago 
in the final. 

“He beat me in straight sets, so I 
have learned you have to hang in there.” 

On his victorious driving wood in the 
final end, Brett added: “I didn’t want to 
go hard with my third bowl as that 
would have left Paul something to 
draw. 

“I wanted to get the bowl out clean 
with my last and I did.” 

Ely clubmate Greg Harlow lost in the 
first round to Australia’s Mac McLean. Doubling up: Nicky Brett retained the Scottish International Open.
